U\IN  CHILDHOOD  I knew 
n ' lovely  gardens  and  the  memory 
of  form  and  color  remains.  But  I 
did  not  know  how  much  worth- 
while gardening  the  hands  could 
accomplish  without  a directing 
eye,  and  I wanted  to  find  out. 

Since  my  husband  too  is  without 
sight  and  his  interests  do  not  lie  in 
the  direction  of  gardening,  I do 
practically  all  the  garden  work 
myself — planning,  planting,  trans- 
planting, weeding,  watering.  I 
call  in  a strong  arm  to  do  an  extra 
hard  bit  of  spading  and  I often  ask 
my  mother's  advice  as  to  the  plac- 
ing of  a new  shrub  or  flower  bed. 

I distinguish  each  variety  of 
plant  by  touch — the  shape  and 
texture  of  leaves,  the  way  they 
grow  on  the  stem.  Many  planrs 
have  a distinctive  odor  which 
often  passes  unnoticed  by  those 
who  see. 

Of  course  the  fingers  take  a much 
longer  time  “to  look"  than  do 
eyes.  Every  inch  of  ground  in  the 
garden  and  every  plant  must  be 
touched  often,  that  I may  know 
each  one’s  progress  and  needs. 
Fingertip  gardening  is  awfully  fas- 
cinating. 

What  I like  best  to  do  in  the 
garden,  I think,  is  the  planting. 
The  feel  of  the  moist  warming 
earth  and  its  good  smell  ease  a 
hunger  that  has  been  growing  all 
winter  long. 

If  I were  to  choose  a flower  hobby 
it  would  be  the  fragrant  flowers 
that  bloom  only  at  night.  The 
reason  is  this:  I am  obliged  to  do 
most  of  my  garden  work  when 
other  people  have  left  their  gar- 
dens on  account  of  darkness.  After 
being  away  from  home  nine  hours 
of  every  working  day  these  night- 
bloomers — I have  four  o’clocks, 
moon  flowers  and  primroses — seem 
to  extend  a special  welcome  just 
for  me. 

I save  much  of  my  own  flo wet- 
seed  from  year  to  year  and  friends 
often  give  me  new  seeds  or  slips 
from  their  gardens. 

My  garden  means  health  to  me 
— a clean  restful  place  to  come 
into  after  the  dust  and  noise  of  the 
factory.  Like  magic  the  doubts 
and  worries  of  the  outside  world 
fall  away  at  a breath  of  verbena  cr 
the  silken  touch  of  a rose.
